In the case of ‘ Wainwright, it. is 
hoped that this will be a building of 
multiple uses, such as athletics and 
sports, drama -and music, ente?tain- 
ments and social events, exhibits, 
club activities banquets and lunch- 
eons, meetihgs, lectures, conventions 
etc, The first unit of cotrse is to be 
a skating rink, and I feel quite sure 
a ladies rest room, the site should be 
about a block off main street, and 
with plenty of parking. space and 
sho@ii*have ah grea-large endugh to 
allow for play grounds and _ tennis 
court, .and permit a_ reasonable 
amount of landscaping, ready aceess 
to water and sewer mains, with the 
lowest part of the building above the 
sewer, this is very important if a 
swimming pool is to be included in 
the project at a later date. 

The design of the. main building 
must receive the greatest considera- 
tion since good design demonstrates 
the function of a building. This is a 
problem in itself, and regardless how 
many buildings of this nature one 
may have seen, it is a specialists job 
to formulate plans for such a project 
and it will be necessary for us to em- 
ploy a competent architect for the 
preparation of plans. Local leaders in 
civic and business must be consulted 
since they are the ones most aware of 
the community's interests and needs, 
so that mistakes may be avoided. 

To the reader I will say in conclu- 
sion, this is to be a Memorial to a 
peace, not an ambitous 
Scheme ofa few, and may I ask for 
your generous donation now.
